Plyler, J. B. Ivey and H. H. Jordan with instructions to 
report on the same at the next annual session. 

R. H. Daugherty, a recent transfer to this Conference, 
was introduced. 

The report of the Committee on Conference Relations was 
read and adopted, answering Minute Questions 19 and 20.

The Bishop vacated the chair and called C. W. Byrd to 
preside. 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read, 
discussed and recommitted. 



Minute Questions 23 to 50 were called and answered, 
giving the Conference statistics. (See Condensed Minutes). 
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Minute Question 52, Where shall the next session of the 
Conference be held? was called. 

H. H. Jordan extended a cordial invitation from Main 
Street Church, Gastonia, and it was unanimously accepted. 

The reports of the Committees on Books and Periodicals, 
Spiritual State of the Church, Bible Cause, Lay Activities, 
Temperance Nos. 1 and 2, Sabbath Observance, Methodist 
Fire Insurance Company, and from the Boards of Education, 
Church Extension and Epworth League were read and adopt- 
ed. (See Appendix). 

Dr. J. A. Bray, General Secretary of Education of the 
Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, was introduced and 
spoke in the interest of the schools of that church and a 
collection amounting to $94.80 was raised for this cause. 

The following was adopted : 

Whereas the per cent, basis of raising the presiding elders’ salaries 
and missionary and Conference collections works a hardship on 
many of the charges in our Conference and is therefore a great 
hindrance to the increase of preachers’ salaries in weaker con- 
gregations; therefore 

Resolved : That the presiding elders’ salaries should be made 
in dollars and not on the per cent, basis and that the presiding 
elders’ salaries and all collections be apportioned by the district 
stewards on the basis of the strength of the charge as the Discipline 
provides in paragraph 202.

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On motion; the committee appointed last year was con- 
tinued, the first Sunday of March was set apart as Washing- 
ton Church Day at which time collections were ordered to 
be taken for the enterprise and sent to W. L. Sherrill, the 
treasurer of the fund. 

A public collection for the Conference postmaster and 
sexton was taken and turned over to the local board of 
stewards for division. 

T. L. Rawley, of Winston, was introduced. 

On motion of E. K. McLarty, a committee of five, con- 
sisting of J. R. Scroggs, J. F. Kirk, W. E. Poovey, W. H. 
Willis and the Conference host was chosen to prepare a 
program for the next Conference.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 



Your Board has had before it reports from the Candler School 
of Theology, Emory University, Trinity College, Greensboro College 
for Women, Davenport College, Weaver College, Rutherford College, 
Jefferson School, Brevard Institute, General Board of Education, 
Correspondence School and the Department of Ministerial Sup- 
ply and Training. These reports show the largest total enrollment 
of students in the history of this Conference. Gratifying progress 
is also shown in added buildings, new furnishings and more complete 
general equipment. 

We give to Emory University and to the Candler School of 
Theology our enthusiastic and unqualified endorsement, and urge 
upon all candidats for the ministry in our Conference to take the 
full three years’ course in this institution whenever possible. We 
desire to endorse the action of the Educational Commission in 
establishing the Universities at Atlanta and Dallas and in safe- 
guarding the interests of the church by vesting their ownership 
and control in the General Conference. 

We also give to the Commission our approval of its disposi- 
tion of the Vanderbilt question. 

We urge in the strongest possible terms the claims of our 
schools upon all our Methodist people and ask from them the sup- 
port and patronage that their merit demands. Our schools are 
the equal of any in the state and, as Methodists, other things being 
equal, we ought to patronize our own institutions. 

We deprecate sectarianism in the making up of our public 
school boards, in the appointment of school teachers, or in any 
other matter affecting our public school work; and we place our con- 
demnation upon it wherever it exhibits itself in district, city, county 
or state. 

We recommend, however, that pastors should take an intelli- 
gent interest as citizens in public schools; that they visit them 
and acquaint themselves with their merits; that they give them 
their cordial support and seek by every means to raise these schools 
to a higher state of efficiency. 

We recommend that our pastors in our cities, towns, and vil- 
lages, especially acquaint themselves with the Gary plan in the mat-^ 
ter of the provision which it makes for the religious instruction of 
children; and we suggest that, in cooperation with the pastors 
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of other churches in their community, they endeavor to carry out this 
plan in behalf of the children of Western North Carolina. 



We urge upon the presiding elders and pastors of rural charges 
that, for the future, wherever practicable, in the location of church 
buildings, they be placed adjacent to school buildings, and that 
in the location of parsonages, we join with the school authorities in 
placing the homes of preacher and teacher alongside church and 
school buildings. We recognize that these two institutions — the 
church and the school — should together form the center of com- 
munity life, and that preacher and teacher should be the natural 
leaders and moulders of this community life. 

At the session of the Conference held at Shelby, a Committee 
on Charters, consisting of W. R. Odell, H. H. Jordan, and F. M. 
Weaver, was appointed to examine and pass upon any charters 
desired by the board of trustees of any of our Conference insti- 
tutions, during the Conference year. This Committee reports that 
new charters for Weaver College, Rutherford College, and Daven- 
port College and an amendment to the charter of Greensboro Col- 
lege for Women were submitted to the Committee, were carefully 
scrutinized, and fully approved at a meeting held at Salisbury in 
February last. Your board had presented to it these charters and 
the amended charter as passed by the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the Board gave its full endorsement to all the 
provisions of these charters. So far as the Board can determine, the 
rights of the Conference are fully safeguarded, and each charter 
shows the trust clause as one of its provisions. These charters 
are to be found recorded in the Private Laws of North Carolina, Ses- 
sion 1915, as follows: Rutherford College, page 655, Chapter 234; 

Weaver College, page 273, Chapter 143; Davenport College, page 55; 
chapter 45; and the amendment to the charter of Greensboro Col- 
lege for Women on page 52, Chapter 42. 

Dr. W. P. Few, President of Trinity College, reports to your 
Board the magnificent gift of Mr. James B. Duke, of $10,000.00 a 
year for the worn-out preachers, their widows and orphans of the 
two North Carolina Conferences. He informs your Board that this 
fund is to be administered through the Board of Trustees of 
Trinity College, and that the apportionment for this year to each 
claimant is a sum equal to 66 2-3 per cent, of the amount appro- 
priated by your Joint Board of Finance. We desire to express our 
sense of deep appreciation of his generous interest in these worthy 
servants of the church, and we pledge to him the determined effort 
of the pastors to increase the contributions of this Conference to 
this important cause. 

We recommend to the General Board of Education that it 
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appropriate to Davenport College for the coming year $1,000.00; 
to Rutherford College $1,000.00, and to Weaver College $5,000.00. 

We believe that the Methodist Church in the South has too 
long neglected to provide through its regularly appointd chan- 
nels a Sustentation Fund for its young men who are preparing 
themselves for the ministry. We, therefore, recommend that an 
assessment of $800.00 be levied for the purpose of establishing such 
a fund, and that this amount be apportioned to the several districts 
by the Joint Board of Finance. 

The annual assessment of the General Board of Education is 
$4,056.00. We recommend for the coming year an assessment of 
$16,000.00 for the school work in our Conference, the amount 
raised to be appropriated as follows: To the payment of the 

bonded indebtedness of Trinity College, $2,500.00; to the indebted- 
nesss of Greensboro College for Women, $2,500; to the Jefferson 
School, $500.00; of the sum remaining, there shall be paid on a 
pro rata basis as follows: To Davenport College, $2,000.00; to 

Weaver College, $4,500; to Rutherford College, $3,000.00; to Greens- 
boro College for Women, $1,000.00. 

We recommend the confirmation of the following as trustees: 
For Davenport College C. Campbell, J. B. Ivey, and F. C. Sher- 

rill, terms to expire in 1916; J. H. Weaver, E. L. Bain and J. L. 
Nelson, terms to expire in 1917 ; C. W. Byrd, W. O. Goode, and W. S. 
Covington, terms to expire in 1918; J. F. Kirk, Dorman Thomp- 
son, and H. K. Boyer, terms to expire in 1919; Lee T. Mann, H. M. 
Blair, and Hugh G. Chatham, terms to expire in 1920. For Weaver 
College, C. A. Wood, C. W. Byrd, and J. B. Lotspeich, terms to 
expire in 1916; D. Atkins, C. P. Weaver, and J. M. Queen, terms 
to expire in 1917; H. A. Dunham, G. L. Hackney, and Zebulon 
Weaver, terms to expire in 1918; Zeb F. Curtis, C. E. Chambers, 
and Charles G. Lee, terms to expire in 1919; F. M. Weaver, J. A.

In view of the tremendous responsibility that rests upon the 
Christian Church of America in the present world crisis your 
Board feels amply justified in urging the continuance of the 
forward movement. This is certainly not a time for relaxing efforts, 
but for wise planning, greater devotion and deeper consecration. 

Every-Member Canvass 

We call upon the pastors to take the lead in a simultaneous 
every member canvass to be inaugurated just as soon as possible 
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after Conference and completed by January 16th, 1916. If this is 
done a long step will have been taken toward procuring, full collec- 
tions next year in all our charges. The presiding elders may mean 
much to the success of the cause of missions; the lay leader and 
other helpers may advance the cause, but the pastor is the key man 
in this work. If he fails, other agencies and all our methods will 
fail. 

• Early Collections 

It is important that the canvass be made, and it is also important 
that the subscriptions be collected promptly. So we ask that the 
assessments on the Conference collections be paid in full and that 
the pro rata part of such collections on basis of assessments laid be 
forwarded promptly to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of 
Missions. 

Mid-Year Meeting 

We recommend that a midyear meeting be held in February 
in Greensboro in connection with the interdenominational laymen’s 
missionary meeting. Every charge in our Conference should be 
represented in this great meeting. 

District Institutes 

We believe that well planned and wusely conducted district 
missionary institutes can be made very profitable. So we recom- 
mend that one or more district institutes be held in every district 
in our Conference. Your Board considers the district stewards’ meet- 
ing a good time to hold the district institutes; but leave the time 
and place to the wisdom of the presiding elders. 

Junaluska Conference 

The General Board of Missions is planning for a great mission- 
ary conference at Junaluska in 1916. We wish to call your atten- 
tion to this and request the pastors and laymen of our Conference 
to make special effort to attend this meeting. 

The Week of Prayer 

The week, January 2 to 9, 1916, has been set apart for special 
prayer and self-denial. Let us call the attention of our people to 
this and lead them in prayer that our God will give us the nations 
as our inheritance and the uttermost parts of the earth as our 
possession. Then let us contribute liberally to the Emergency Fund. 

The Sunday School and Missions 

The Sunday school is a great missionary field and force. We can 
not do better than to follow the directions given us in the Discipline, 
Paragraph 264, in carrying forward the missionary work in the 
Sunday schools. 
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Missionary Secretary 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. Frank Siler as Mis- 
sionary Secretary. We wish to record our appreciation of Brother 
Siler’s faithful and efficient work during the past year. He has 
secured in subscriptions for the Conference Emergency Fund more 
than $13,000.00, payable in four years. About $6,000.00 of this has 
been collected. Besides this he has rendered effective service in 
raising the Conference collections. 

We have adopted as our policy in line with that of the General 
Board, to be carried out by our Secretary under the direction of 
the executive committee, the following: 

1. Co-operation with presiding elders wherever desired in their 
district institutes, which in the nature of things should be held 
as early as possible after the adjournment of Conference, in order 
to plan for the carrying out of the policies adopted by the Confer- 
ence. 

2. To co-operate with the General Board in securing general 
observance of the Week of Prayer and Self-denial, January 2-9, 1916. 

3. To assist in every possible way in making the simultaneous 
Conference-wide Every-Member Canvass a success in every charge. 

4. To assist in making the Mid-year Meeting and Laymen’s Con- 
ference, to be held at Greensboro in February, the greatest pos- 
sible success. 

5. The putting on of the missionary policy in the Sunday schools 
as provided for in paragraph 264 of the Discipline, with the China 
Special as our objective. 

6. Conducting institutes, conferences and other educational and 
inspirational meetings as opportunity may offer. 

7. The carrying out of the policies of the General Board in the 
placing of specials, the distribution of literature, etc. 

8. To continue the representing the Conference Board in the 
interest of the Conference Mission Emergency Fund. 

General Secretary 

The Board appreciates the presence of Dr. W. W. Pinson, Gen- 
eral Missionary Secretary. His counsel in the Board meetings 
and addresses before the Conference have been very helpful. 

Evangelism 

It seems that the revival spirit has pervaded the entire Con- 
ference throughout the year. Reports of gracious revivals come 
from almost every charge and church in the Conference. The re- 
ports show the accession of 7,791 on profession of faith as against 
4,927 last year, or more than 75 per cent, increase. This should 
inspire us to reach a higher goal next year. We can easily make 
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it 12,000 on profession of faith next year. Let training classes 
for personal workers be established through the Committee on 
Evangelism in every church in the Conference. We urge the 
continuance of the reading circles on evangelistic literature estab- 
lished last year. Our Conference Evangelist reports having par- 
ticipated in 25 protracted meetings with very gratifying results. 
We respectfully recommend the re-appointment of Rev. W. L. Daw- 
son and the appointment of Rev. R. A. Taylor as Conference Evan- 
gelists.

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REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

The Sunday School Board submits the following report: 

The attendance of the members of this Board upon all its ses- 
sions has been most gratifying, therefore the recommendations indi- 
cate the conclusions of practically all those whom you have com- 
mitted the Sunday school interest of our Conference, after prayer- 
ful consideration. 

The reports from the pastors indicate gratifying progress in 
this branch of the church’s activity. Almost all the accessions to 
the church during this year have come from those who are under 
the constant influence of the Sunday school. We have reasons to 
believe that our final statistics will show a large increase in contri- 
butions to missions, to the Children’s Home and to other benevo- 
lences of the church. 

Much has been accomplished in the increase of enrollment and 
attendance by the efforts of organized classes. Your Board regrets 
that owing to the failure of a large proportion of our organized 
classes to enroll with our Wesley Bible Class Department super- 
vised by Rev. C. D. Bulla, precludes the possibility of submitting 
adequate information as to all that has been done by them. The 
Board once more urges upon the pastors and superintendents the 
importance of such enrollment, by which these classes are brought 
into practical touch with the sources of literature and other infor- 
mation that will enable them to carry on their work more success- 
fully. By this vital union with our General Board the officers 
of your Conference Board will also be enabled to gather informa- 
tion that will greatly assist them in their work. 

Reports from the Parent Board have indicated to this Con- 
ference Board the importance of having in the field a trained sec- 
retary, who shall promote the work of Christian education, for 
which the Sunday school is so largely responsible, in every district 
and pastoral charge in this Conference. The Board, therefore, 
recommends that this Conference grant us an assessment equal to 
one per cent, of the amount expended for ministerial support dur- 
ing the past year so that its executive committee may carry out 
as soon as possible the provisions of the Discipline for the employ- 
ment of such Secretary. 

The Board has also directed that Sunday school conferences be 
held under the auspices of the Board, in every district and that 
the district organization be at once* completed as provided for in 
the Discipline. We have been gratified to have with us during 
the sessions of the Board, Mr. J. M. Way, Secretary of the South 
Atlantic Division, and Dr. W. P. Few, President of Trinity College, 
member of the General Sunday School Board and the recognized 
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leader of the church’s educational work in North Carolina; also the 
Rev. C. D. Bulla, Superintendent of the Wesley Bible Class De- 
partment. These brethren have rendered valuable assistance by 
their counsels, and the recommendations of this Board have been 
duly influenced by these trained leaders in the work of Christian 
education. 

This Board recommends the re-appointment of Rev. J. W. Long 
as General Secretary of the North Carolina Sunday School Associa- 
tion.

1. Has the Ep worth League a place in Methodist Polity? Ac- 
cording to the Book of Discipline, chapter VIII, paragraph 275, it 
has. Has it a place in Methodist Practice? Not always. Espe- 
cially is this true in the Western North Carolina Conference, where, 
on account of a comparative underestimate of its worth and work, 
it is forced to contend for considerate recognition from the local 
church, where it is too often denied a place in the plans of a busy 
pastor, through the District Conference, on the conscience of which 
its claims sometimes rest rather lightly; to the Annual Conference, 
where it may be crowded entirely off a too congested program; and 
even into the annual meeting of the Quadrennial Board itself, 
where heroic measures must occasionally be resorted to in order 
to secure a quorum. 

2. However, we are encouraged by the fact that during the 
years many calls have come from almost every part of the Con- 
ference asking for the literature necessary in the organization 
of a League, and in some of the stronger city churches chapters have 
been organized. And also by the action of the Conference League 
in renewing its pledge for the support of the African special. 
The records of the central office show that during the year ending 
April 30th, 1915, 448 chapters, having a membership of over 11,000, 
have been chartered. This average of nearly ten new chapters a 
week should certainly bestir the men of this conference to increased 
activity in this enduring work lest we be hopelessly left behind in 
the proud procession of the Conferences of our Connection. 

3. In view of the foregoing, we, your Board, should Lke to 
suggest, first, that an effort be made to correlate the various young 
people’s societies with the Epworth League in order that there may 
be less of overlapping and a greater efficiency in our work. The 
correlation of the Juvenile Missionary Society with the Junior 
League already accomplished shows this to be entirely practicable. 
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4. The pastor holds the hey to this situation as well as to all 
others touching the work of the church. We, therefore, urge our 
pastors to investigate carefully the claims of the League and 
seek to bring themselves to that attitude toward it where they shall 
be willing to give it sufficient time and opportunity to prove its 
merits as an agency in conserving and directing the social, moral, 
and spiritual energies of the young life of the churchh. 

5. We would suggest the holding of instructional and inspi- 
rational meetings wherever and whenever practicable, laying 
particular stress upon the city union, the district institute, Con- 
ference League assembly, the annual conference anniversary, and 
the great connectional gathering of the Methodist young people 
at Junaluska. 

6. Where it does not seem possible to operate successfully 
a Senior League, we urge the organization of a Junior League as 
furnishing the best opportunity for answering the disciplinary ques- 
tion regarding the pastoral instruction of children. Since nearly 
80 per. cent, of the children of the Sunday school are lost to the 
church, we can afford to use the League as a nexus between the 
Sunday school and the larger congregational life, thus saving them 
to our Methodism.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLICATION 

The annual meeting of the Board of Publication was held at 
the Advocate office in Greensboro on Wednesday, November 10th, 
1915. At this meeting the agent and Treasurer of the Board sub- 
mitted a full report, including a complete inventory and itemized 
statement of receipts and disbursements for the year and a finan- 
cial statement, showing resources and liabilities as appeared Nov. 
1st, 1915. 

The Board was much gratified to find that, in spite of the very 
unfavorable financial conditions, there had been no serious loss 
in the circulation of the Advocate. This fact, we think, shows in 
a most practical way a growing appreciation among our people of 
the benefit and blessing of our church paper. This growing spirit 
of appreciation and loyalty encourages the hope that with the 
more favorable financial conditions, next year will witness a large 
increase in our circulation. 

The Board has requested the management to adopt a strict 
method of notifying subscribers when the time paid for expires, 
so that, if possible, the heavy losses from year to year on our 
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subscription list may be avoided. This loss has heretofore been 
very heavy and we urge our people to co-operate with the manage- 
ment in preventing it hereafter. 

The Board is greatly pleased to announce that the debt on our 
Advocate building has been provided for on condition that out- 
standing pledges are paid. At the date of our meeting quite a 
large number of the pledges were still unpaid, but we hope that 
they will all be paid during the Conference session. 

All notes on our equipment falling due during the year have 
been promptly met. In order to provide for the full liquidation of 
the debt on our building we have instructed our agent and treas- 
urer to appropriate $500 out of the earnings for this year.

The Board again urges the importance of co-operation in turning 
patronage into our Job Department. Every dollar turned into this 
department helps to make our Advocate. We also urge that mail 
orders for books be sent to our agent as the books can be purchased 
through us at the same price, leaving the usual commission in our 
hands. 

We submit the following recommendations as a plan for greatly 
increasing the circulation of the Advocate: 

1. That the first Sunday in February and the week following be 
observed as Advocate Sunday and week. 
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2. That each pastor te requested to take up the question of the 
circulation of the Advocate, securing every new subscriber possible 
and the renewals, and that the work be continued during the 
following week. 

3. That the chhrch lay leader in each congregation be requested 
to co-operate with the pastor in securing a thorough canvass in 
each church. 

4. That a minimum allotment be made to each charge looking 
to increasing our circulation to at least 10,000 during the next year. 

The Board nominates Rev. H. M. Blair as editor of the Ad- 
vocate for the ensuing year, and recommends that the Conference 
confirm the same and that the Bishop appoint him to the work. 

We also nominate Mr. T. C. Hoyle for election as a member of 
this Board to fill the vacancy caused by the expiration of his term. 

Rev. H. M. Blair has been elected agent and treasurer of the 
Board, also general manager of the business.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND 
PERIODICALS 

The report of the Board of Publication was submitted to your 
committee and examined with care. 

The North Carolina Christian Advocate worthily represents our 
Conference as an official medium of communication, and we desire 
to commend especially the spirit of its editorial management. We 
would urge co-operation on the part of pastors and church officials 
in making it a real agency of publicity. Much help can be rendered 
in the prompt reporting from all sections of the Conference such 
items of news as will be of real interest to the Conference at large. 
We should never take it for granted that the editor knows or will 
find out about any occasion or occurrence of real interest to our 
people. It will require but a moment’s thought for an intelligent 
person to appreciate fully how important it is that such helpful co- 
operation be given our editor. 

We feel no small sense of pride in the fact that we have suc- 
ceeded, through the faithful work of our Board of Publication, and 
the harmonious co-operation of the Conference at large, in making 
our paper the equal of any of the family of Advocates in the South- 
ern Methodist Church, and that we now have the facilities for mak- 
ing a paper which shall stand at the very head of this list. 

Your committee feels that the Conference should record an 
expression of gratitude to the Board of Publication and all who 
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have responded so heartily to their efforts to give us a working 
plant, now practically free from debt, so that we now, not only 
can give our people a paper worthy of their appreciation and sup- 
port, but make it a source of income for the benefit of superannuated 
preachers and other Conference claimants. 

We recommend the election of T. C. Hoyle to fill the vacancy 
upon the Board of Publication caused by the expiration of his term. 

We recommend the election of Rev. H. M. Blair as editor of 
the Advocate, and request the Bishop to appoint him to this office. 

We also ask that the report of the Board of Publication be 
adopted. 

We wish to call the attention of all our people to the Book De- 
partment and to the Job Printing Department of our Publishing 
House. A large part of the receipts of the business is derived from 
this source, and it should receive the support of our people. The 
parcel post makes it easy for the most remote sections of our 
territory to take advantage of the magnificent service now being 
given. 

We ask that the editor and the presiding elders of this Confer- 
ence be constituted a committee to apportion to the various charges 
new subscriptions to be sought in sufficient numbers to increase 
the number of subscribers to at least ten thousand this year. 

All the publications issued by our Publishing House at Nashville, 
Tenn., are commended to our people. They are growing better all 
the while. 

Our Sunday school literature is of the very highest order of excel- 
lence. No better has ever been issued, and we urge our Sunday 
school officials to comply with the requirements of the Discipline 
of our church, and to use no other literature in the recitations in 
our Sunday schools. 

The Minutes of our Conference have become the standard of 
excellence throughout the Connection. For the twenty-one years 
during which Rev. W. L. Sherrill has served us as Secretary of the 
Conference and editor of our Minutes they have gone out to the 
church a permanent record, beautifully printed, concise, full, accu- 
rate and dignified. The thanks of this Conference are due him 
for his faithful and efficient service. We ask our pastors to put the 
Minutes into the hands of every official and worker of the church.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHILDREN’S HOME 

The Children’s Home has had a good year, and turns to the 
future with greater hopefulness than for several years past. 
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The year has been a busy one. The grounds have been laid 
out and improved until their appearance is a source of pride to 
the community. The old buildings have been renovated and re- 
paired, and are now clean and sanitary. The farm has been im- 
proved and equipment has been added until the farm is a source 
of profit, and also of valuable training to the boys. 



During the past summer, in a further effort to have the children 
work with their hands, the girls were taught basket-making, rug- 
making, cooking, canning, laundry work, plain sewing, etc., and 
the Home is able at any time to make a creditable exhibit of 
work of this character. These, the superintendent thinks, are the 
outstanding features of the year. He said, in his report: 

“These are the outstanding features of the year. This Home 
ought to be an efficiently equipped Industrial School, where each 
child should train mind and hand to the end that each may become 
an industrious and productive citizen. Self respect is the most 
important step toward good citizenship. The ability to make a 
living by honest work is the main element in self respect. The 
great need of the Home is along this line. The inmates of the 
Home should do for themselves everything they oan consistent 
with a reasonable regard to the right of childhood to be happy. 
Industrial equipment will serve the double purpose of performing 
necessary service here, and the training of the children in useful 
and profitable occupations. 

People are pauperized by having that done for them which they 
can do for themselves. This principle applies everywhere, and 
among people of all ages. We can raise our own supplies. We 
should do so. This suggests the wisdom of buying more land 
before the price of it becomes beyond our reach. Only in this 
way can the development of the Home keep pace with its increased 
population. I feel sure that only by industrial training will the 
guardian hand of the Home prove a blessing to the children. With- 
out such training we may sap the foundations of their self-respect 
to such an extent that they may be dependent all their lives. 

The demand for place in the Home is insistent and persis- 
tent. The Methodist Church, in common with all other churches, 
is failing in its duty to the orphan. There is a strong demand 
in some quarters for the state to undertake the building of an 
orphanage to help take care of those who are without means of 
support. I do not think this would be wise; for, the church can 
more nearly supply the place of the home than can the state. 
But, be that as it may, the name of that church which turns the 
care of the widow and orphan over to some other agency, while 
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the turning away of these will be the departure of its glory, and 
the end of its usefulness. 

It is for this Board to present strongly to the “People called 
Methodists the demands of this work, and to suggest to them a more 
even distribution of their benevolence and benefactions. Our peo- 
ple should not be easy in soul and conscience so long as there is 
an orphan within our bounds who is being reared in an atmosphere 
of shame and degradation. 

The Superintendent reports 131 children in the Home. The 
health has been good. There has been no outbreak of contagious 
disease. Nearly all the children have been vaccinated against ty- 
phoid fever. 

The school work has been efficiently done, and no child’s intel- 
lectual development is being neglected in the effort to develop the 
industrial side. 

Farm products have been raised in abundance. 550 bushels of 
wheat and oats, 400 bushels of corn, 650 bushels of potatoes, 
together, with vegetables and fine crops of forage of almost every 
kind. 

We recommend that the present plan of support for the Home 
be continued, and that the fifth Sunday collection in our Sunday 
schools be emphasized. 

We nominate as Trustees, H. K. Boyer, C. W. Byrd, J. A. Glenn, 
G. L. Hackney, J. R. Scroggs, G. T. Roth. 

Rev. J. H. West has tendered his resignation as financial agent, 
and will ret v e with the Conference year.

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE METHODIST 
MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY 

W T e, your Board of Directors of the Methodist Mutual Fire Insur* 
ance Company, beg leave to submit the following report: 

In the report submitted by your Board at the session of this 
Conference at Shelby last year, it will be found that an invitation 
was formally presented to a committee appointed by the North Caro- 
lina Conference, for joint control by the two North Carolina Con- 
ferences, and that provision is made in Section 8 of the Charter for 
such joint control and management. 

The committee appointed by the North Carolina Conference at 
its session at Oxford in 1913, failed to avail itself of the privileges 
accorded to it in the invitation and in the Charter, in the organi- 
zation of the Company. But the North Carolina Conference at its 
session at Washington, N. C., on November 28th, 1914, fully endorsed 
the action of our Conference in these words 
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“1. That this Conference endorse the action of the Western 
North Carolina Conference in the matter of organization of the 
company and the plans adopted for the conduct of the business. 

2. That this Conference elect five directors, to he recommended 
to the Western North Carolina Conference for election on the 
Board of Directors of the company.” 

The following were recommended to the Western North Carolina 
Conference for election on the Board of Directors of the Methodist 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company: N. H. D. Wilson, C. S. Wallace, 

J. C. Wooten, L. S. Covington and W. B. Cooper. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors held at Salisbury, N. C., 
December 15th, 1914, Jno. W. Jones, J. F. Kirk, E. A. Cole, Dorman 
Thompson and W. E. Webb, a committee representing the Board, 
was appointed to meet with the committee appointed by the North 
Carolina Conference to arrange terms of joint control. At this 
meeting held in Raleigh, N. C., January 21st, 1915, such changes in 
the By-Laws as were necessary to effect the proposed joint control 
and ownership were suggested and approved. 

At a called meeting of the Board of Directors held at States- 
ville, August 23rd, 1915, these suggestions were approved and 
resolutions embodying the suggested changes in By-Laws were intro- 
duced and at the annual meeting of the Board just held were 
adopted. 

The Secretary and Treasurer holds the resignations of the fol- 
lowing members of the Board of Directors: E. A. Cole, Dorman 

Thompson, Lee T. Mann, Jno. W. Jones and Jno. F. Kirk. We 
recommend that the Conference accept these resignations, to take 
effect upon the adjournment of this session of the Conference, and 
that the following be elected to fill the vacancies, so caused, with 
terms of office as indicated: E. A. Cole, whose term shall expire in 

1916; Dorman Thompson, whose term shall expire in 1917; Lee T. 
Mann, whose term shall expire in 1918; Jno. W. Jones, whose term 
shall expire in 1919; Jno. F. Kirk, whose term shall expire in 1920. 

Under the provisions of the By-Laws, we refer the nomination 
of the five remaining members of the Board to the North Carolina 
Conference for election. 

The business of your Company shows a steady increase in the 
volume of insurance written, there being in force at the present 
date $245,000.00, representing 150 policies, covering churches, par- 
sonages, school property and personal property of preachers. These 
risks are well distributed over the whole state, the business writ- 
ten within the bounds of the North Carolina Conference being 
surprisingly large, considering the fact that they have had no direct 
voice in the management of the Company. 
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We ask the continued support of the Conference, and desire 
to express to the pastors who have aided us in securing business, 
our cordial and sincere appreciation.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

Whereas, God has set apart one day out of seven to he observed 
as a day of rest; and 

Whereas, it is necessary to observe this as a rest day in order 
to reach the highest degree of efficiency in human, animal and me- 
chanical life; and, 

Whereas, our Lord has seen fit to name only two kinds of work 
to be performed on the Sabbath day, viz., works of necessity and 
works of mercy; and, 

Whereas, Christ and his apostles have shown the importance 
and value of the Sabbath, known as the Lord’s day, by appointing 
this day especially for the worship and service of God; therefore, 
be it resolved. 

1. That we urge all pastors and people to co-operate with all 
movements and organizations that are working toward a more strict 
observance of this holy day. 

2. That we ask that at least one sermon be preached annually 
to our various congregations on this important subject. 

3. That we disapprove of and condemn many of the varieties 
of Sunday labor which cannot be shown as works of necessity or 
mercy. 

4. That we regret and heartily condemn the increasing ten- 
dency to make the Sabbath a day of pleasure instead of using it 
as a holy day. 

5. That we earnestly and prayerfully appeal to all our preach- 
ers and members to exert their influence to make Sunday, as was 
intended by our Lord, a day of prayer, and study of the Holy Scrip- 
tures and of service in the Kingdom of God.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE 

Your Committee on Bible Cause, after looking into the work of 
the American Bible Society and examining the literature placed 
in our hands, together with a report from Dr. M. B. Porter, Agent 
for the Society, submit the following report: 
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First, that if we were as indifferent to the Bible and its teach- 
ings as we are to its publication and distribution we would be in 
a very bad condition, for our Southern States do not raise as much 
for the Society as we receive from it. 

We find that during the years 1914 and 1915, 6,406,323 copies of 
the Bible were distributed in the home and foreign lands, an 
increase over the two previous years of 1,155,147. While we are 
glad to note the great increase, yet it is a small thing compared to 
the great need of the Society. We gather from the literature of 
the Society that its present need is $150,000 with which to carry 
on its work, and unless this amount can be raised the Society 
will come to its centennial with its reserved fund exhausted and 
its work greatly hindered. 

We find from our minutes that last year this Conference paid 
the small sum of $482.00, and from a report from the Joint Board 
of Finance this year that our collections are smaller than they 
were last year. Ninety-six Charges paid nothing to this cause last 
year. 

We recommend that our pastors follow the Discipline in this 
matter and take a collection in every congregation once a year 
for the American Bible Society. 

We recommend that all our churches observe in a suitable 
way the Centennial of the American Bible Society. 

We call attention to the action of the Joint Board of Finance 
at the last session levying an assessment equal to one per cent of 
pastors’ salaries. Let us take this collection according to the 
action of our Conference.

REPORT NO. 1 OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 

Your committee is glad to report great progress in temperance 
reform work. Since the first of November, 1914, nine states — Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Arizona, Colorado, Alabama, Arkansas, Idaho, Iowa 
and South Carolina — have outlawed the liquor traffic, making nine- 
teen states in all. Many counties and municipalities in other states 
have voted dry. The General Assemblies of Vermont, South Dakota 
and Montana have submitted state-wide prohibition to the vote of 
the people. The officers of the law are becoming more active in 
matter of enforcement, and there are indications everywhere that 
prohibition is prohibiting. 

Your committee has heard with pleasure the report of Brother 
R. L. Davis, Superintendent of the North Carolina Anti-Saloon 
League. This organization stands for the extermination of the 
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beverage liquor traffic. We endorse its work and also the work of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, and desire to record our appre- 
ciation of its wise and fearless leadership. 

We recommend that this Conference memorialize the 64th 
Congress to pass the Hobson resolution submitting national prohi- 
bition to the states, that it enact a law to prohibit the sale of intox- 
icating liquors in the District of Columbia, and a law to prohibit 
the issuing of revenue licenses in dry territory, and also a law to 
prohibit the use of the mails for advertising liquor. 

Your committee recommends that this Conference memorialize 
the next North Carolina General Assembly for legislation to pro- 
hibit the advertising of liquor or the sale of papers within our 
state that do advertise it; to prohibit the keeping or storing in clubs 
or other places, except in residences; to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of wine and hard cider; to prohibit the delivery of any 
liquor by public carriers, and to limit to a half gallon the amount 
of liquor that can be legally possessed by any individual. 

We realize that the enactment of the legislation outlined above 
depends upon the character of the members who shall be elected 
to the next General Assembly, and therefore we urge our people 
to use their influence in the election of representatives who will 
favor such legislation. 

In accord with Section 1 of the Constitution of the N. C. Anti- 
Saloon League, your committee recommends that Rev. H. M .Blair 
and Judge N. L. Eure, of Greensboro, be elected members of the 
Board of Trustees of the Anti-Saloon League for the coming year. 

We recommend that this Conference instruct its secretary to 
•send a copy of these resolutions in the next few days to our United 
States Senator, Hon. Lee S. Overman, and to the Congressman 
of the Fifth N. C. District, Major Charles M. Stedman, with the 
request that they present the same to their respective bodies of the 
64th Congress. 

We further recommend that this Conference authorize the N. 
C. Anti-Saloon League to present these resolutions to the next Gen- 
eral Assembly and represent us before the committees of that body.

force the laws of the state with reference to this mammoth evil, and 
that we strongly urge upon our people that they abstain from the 
use of cigarettes.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE 

CHURCH 

The task set for the church by its divine Head is a definite one 
— the edification of believers and the conversion of the world. 
Elegant buildings, large congregations, beautiful music and elab- 
orate organization justify their existence and have their value only 
through their contribution to this double end. Personal religion, 
rising in faith, nourished by daily meditation and prayer and spread- 
ing through holy contagion, should be our supreme desire. 

From the beginning the Methodist Church has found the revival 
a choice instrument for the accomplishment of this end. Her wis- 
dom has been justified by her children, and practically all other 
churches have adopted this means for enlarging the borders of Zion. 
The revival, both psychological and scientific, will never lose its 
importance and place, so long as men treat religion with the serious- 
ness it deserves. 

But new needs make new wits. With the object clearly in view, 
the church should adopt whatever methods will best enable it to 
attain the end. In this age of rapid motion personal contact is 
needed more than ever before, and the gospel power must be 
released and delivered upon the points it needs to affect. It is well 
that 250 ministers should preach this gospel simply and clearly 
from the pulpit; it is better that 100,000 members should take it 
and honestly try to live it in their daily lives; and it is best of all 
that both preachers and members should repeat and apply the mes- 
sage wherever they go. 

Reports coming in from every quarter indicate that great empha- 
sis has been laid upon the supreme task, and results have not been 
disappointing. Large numbers have been received by confession of 
faith; the glow is upon the cheek of the faith of the church; and 
Zion is putting on her beautiful garments. 

Why should it not be so? Why should the children of this world 
be wiser than the children of light? Let us carry into our work 
for the church the same sound common sense, persistence and 
method that we use in the ordinary affairs of life, relying implicitly 
upon the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of Faith, to give us the wisdom 
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needed and make men wise unto salvation, and we may be sure 
that our labor will not be in vain. 

100,000 members enjoying the daily-repeated testimony of the 
Spirit to the fact of their sonship to God; 100,000 members working 
systematically to bring every accountable person within reach 
face to face with the gospel of the grace of God— shall this not 
be our happy experience and reasonable service during the coming 
year?
